Economic And Sociological 
Aspects Of Agriculture To 
Be Taught In Special Ses- 
sion 

Graduate courses in economic and 
sociological aspects of agriculture 
will be offered by the College of 
Agriculture In a special session to 
be held from June 14 to June 30. It 
was announced recently by the of- 
fice of the College of Agriculture 
dean. 

Among the courses to be offered 
are Agricultural Policy, including 
analysis of the place of agriculture 
in the general economy; causes and 
development of present agricultur- 
al problems, and appraisal of cur- 
rent or proposed programs. This 
course will be taught by Dr. F. F. 
Elliott, director of the program 
planning section of the AAA. 

Rural Life will be another course 
available. This course will be 
taught by Dr. B. O. Williams, pro- 
fessor of rural sociology. Clemson 
Agricultural College The course 
will consist of examination of com- 
position and movement of popula- 
tion, rural cultures, the family, and 
rural social Institutions. 

Another course will be Agricul- 
tural Finance, to be taught by Dr.

In this course will be studied prin- 
ciples of financing production and 
marketing of farm products; credit 
needs of agriculture. Including 
short-time. Intermediate and mort- 
gage credit.

A school for public health work 
ers will be given by the department 
of hygiene and public health dur- 
ing the 1937 Bummer Session, ac- 
cording to an announcement, from 
the olllce of Dr. Jesse E. Adams, 
director of the session. 

Eight weeks of classroom Instruc- 
tion and (our weeks o( practical 
Held work will be included in the 
course, wnlch will fulfill require- 
ments lor eaucauon and training 
ol personnel set by the U. 8. Puolic 
Hcaiih Service. 

courses will be designed in two 
blocks, the in : block lor those at- 
tending Hie school for the first 
time and the second for those who 
have attended previous sessions. 

Credit will oe given for each 
course and undergraduates may 
make ten credits, while at the grad- 
uate level only nine credits may be 
earned during the session. Twenty- 
four credits and a thesis will be re- 
quired for a master's degree.

Coaching School 
In Basketball And 
Football Now Open 

A ten days' athletic coaching 
school providing courses to coaches 
in basketball and football, under 
the direction of outstanding men 
In those fields, has been announced 
bv Professor Potter, head of the 
department of physical education. 
The school will last from June 15 
until June 25. 

Basketball will be offered in the 
mornings from 10 o'clock until 12 
noon, and will include lecture and 
demonstration work under the su- 
pervision of Coach Adolph Rupp. 
head basketball coach at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky, and Clifford 
Wells, basketball coach at Logans- 
port, Indiana, high school. Coach 
Rupp's Kentucky teams have 
achieved national recognition by 
their constant excellence. Coach 
Wells, graduate of Indiana Univer- 
sity, has been coaching basketball 
at Logansport high school for the 
past 19 vears. during which time 
his teams have won the sectional 
tournament for 16 years. He has a 
76 per cent winning average during 
his coaching at that school. 

Football will be offered in the 
afternoon from 1:30 until 3:30 
o'clock, and will include lecture 
and demonstration work under the 
supervision of a group of outstand- 
ing college and high school coaches 
in Kentucky. The football course 
is being offered on the "clinic" 
plan, that is each coach will dis- 
cuss one or two phases of the sport. 

The following coaches will teach: 
Claude "Monk" Simons, former 
Tulane star and present mentor at 
Transylvania; Ralph McRight, Al- 
abama star under Wade, present 
coach at Hopkinsvtlle high school; 
Joe Rupert, former U. K. captain 
and star, present coach at Catletts- 
burg high school: Frank Mosely.
